tion impossible. Blanchard said he bailed the yacht with a 10-quart 
bucket almost continuously for seven days. 

Perdue purchased the yacht last November and was to meet it 
in Pensacola. It had left Miami March 4 en route there. 

The yacht was named for Perdue and his wife, Janet. 


Kills Judge, Turns Gun on Self 


ELIZABETH CITY, N. C., March 16—(4)—Police Chief Walter 
Spence reported that Superior Court Judge C. Everett Thompson, 
65. was shot and instantly killed Sunday night in his home by 
George Pritchard, of Elizabeth City, who then killed himself with 
a shotgun. 


Spence said Pritchard fired at Judge Thompson through a liv- 
ing room window. The shotgun charge struck Thompson in the 
back of the head. He had been reading with his back to the window. 

Pritchard was at liberty on bond pending an appeal to the State 
Supreme Court on his conviction on charges of criminal libel. The 
conviction and one-year sentence had been upheld by the high court, 
but the opnion had not been delivered te the lower court. 

Judge Thompson did not preside at his trial.

Teacher Sets Women’s Air Speed Record 


TAMPA, Fla. March 16-—(4)—-Margie Hurlburt, of Painesville, 
Ohio, flying a clipped-wing Navy Corsair, set a women’s inter- 
national speed record of 337.635 miles an hour over a standard 
three-kilometer course at the Tampa All-Woman Air Show Sunday. 

Her time, checked by officials of the National Aeronautic Asso- 
cition and the Federation Aeronautique Internationale, was 45 miles 
an hour better than the old record of 292.271 which Jaqueline Coch- 
ran established in Detroit in 1937. 

Miss Hurlburt, a schoolteacher who served as a WASP in World 
War Il, was clocked at 353.194 for one lap of the special event, 
but the official time was taken as an average of her four best laps. 


Hotel Fire Sweeps Block in Clarksdale, Miss. 


CLARKSDALE, Miss., March 16—(4)—Fire fanned by a strong 
wind broke out in the annex of the Alcazar Hotel Sunday, and 
raged the length of a downtown block before the fire companies 
of six towns could check it.

manufacture of B-29s, the bombers 
which made living conditions in 


Japan so uncomfortable during 


the war. 

Most work now is done for pri- 
vate plane manufacturers who pay 
$200 an hour for research. Often, 
they send parts of prospective 
planes to several laboratories at 
the same time, combining observa- 
tions to determine how best to 
build a model for testing in a 700- 
mile-an-hour tunnel where cost 
runs about $600 an hour. 


Pope also has directed original 
research on helicopters .for which 
the tunnel’s versatility makes it 
unusually suited. By flieking a 
small lever, for example, air speed 
can be regulated to a fraction of 
a mile an hour. The nine-foot test 


section also can be narrowed down 
to three feet for special objects. 


Research is not all watching 
dials and pushing buttons. It 
often becomes necessary to get in- 
side the tunnel where air tem- 
perature climbs to 130 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Wire screens are 
placed on vanes which turns the 
air around the tunnel’s four cor- 
ners, yet Pope says the terrific 
racket, heat, nearness of the knife- 
like propellor and claustrophobia 
make such work unpleasant on oc- 
casion. 


SMALLER TUNNEL 


In addition to the large wind 
tunnel, located in the basement of 
the Tech Aeronautics Building, 
there is a smaller one in another 
room where some 350 students 
pick up pointers on plane design. 
Pope also is experimenting on an- 
other tunnel with a one-inch test 
section which can speed air up to 
600 or 700 miles an hour, 

Upstairs, there is an elaborate 
workshop where men painstaking- 
ly put together models which Pope 
but intentionally 
often busts up in the tunnel, One 
of the most difficult jobs is insert- 
ing tiny tubes into wing sections. 
Air pressure on these tubes in 
turn pushes fluid to different 
heights in another battery of tubes 
where pressure on any section of 
the model can be photographically 
recorded. 

Measurements also are made on 
a unique system developed by 
Pope and his associates. 

Pressure on a model is trans- 
mitted to a tube of mercury which 
is kept in contact with a needle. 
When the pressure changes, the 
contact is broken and, a motor 
turns on, raising the mercury un- 
til it is back in contact with the 
needle.

Another motor, known as a 


“buddy motor,” turns on and off 
‘at the same time, spinning dials 
like the mileage dial on an auto- 


mobile to show pressure changes. 
There also are two violet bulbs 
which blink on and off, casting a 
properly eerie light on the whole 
procedure. 

Despite these precision instru- 
ments, Pope and his fellows are 
surprised their hair has not turned 


gray from the frustration of some- 


times 


obtaining obviously false 
data. A game of hide and seek 
then ensues, ofter resulting in the 
discovery that the model being 
tested was just barely touching a 
wall. 

During the past six years, the 
wind tunnel has more than paid 
for itself, a fact of which Pope is 
justifiably proud. He now is hag- 
gling with Tech authorities for 
more room to attach the next 100 
tests which bid fair to have a pro- 
found effect on the future of avia- 
tion.

“To us a society is not free if law-abid- 
ing citizens live in fear of being denied 
the right to work or deprived of life, lib- 
erty and pursuit of happiness.”

4. An effective guarantee of freedom of 
the press and radio in all parts of Ger- 
many. 

5, Right of freedom of movement for 
persons and goods everywhere in Ger- 
many. | 

The guarantee of these essentials is 
obviously indicated if we are to bring 
about the much-heralded democratization 
of Germany. Democracy hives on the posi- 
tive freedoms. The stifling of the Nazis, 
unaccompanied by a program of encour- 
agement for those who oppose totalitarian- 
ism in any of its forms, can but lead to 
a recurrence of government by force.

A Balanced Budget After 


News that Government analysts be- 
lieve the current fiscal year may be 
ended with a balanced budget after all 
is most encouraging. President Truman 
in January estimated a deficit of $2,293,- 
000,000 for the year ending June 30. Now 
come the economists with the assertion 
that the unusually high level of business 
activity will bring in more than a billion 
dollars greater revenue than was antici- 
pated, while at the same time Government 
spending has been cut far under the esti- 
mate, with the resultant saving of well 
over another billion. 


Neither do the economists believe the 
prospect of a balanced budget will be 
altered if the United States decides to 
give relief to Greece. 


Even though Congress has reached no 
ecision on how deep a cut to make in the 
federal budget, the debate over spending 
appears to have had a healthy effect 
already. Warned that expenses would be 
reduced, Government agencies apparently 
have taken the cue to place their houses 
in financial order so as to eliminate criti- 
cism from economy-minded Congressmen.

If the federal budget is balanced this 
year it will be the first time since 1930. 
Since that time Government spending 
has exceeded income by amounts ranging 
as high as $57,400,000,000. From the latest 
fiscal report it appears that expenses for 
the current year will run considerably 
less than the estimated $42,523,000,000 and 
that revenue will top the expected $40,- 
230,000,000, giving perhaps a smal! surplus 
on June 30. 

The analysts support their prediction 
with an example of Army spending so far 
this year as against estimates. President 
Truman estimated the Army would need 
$7,654,000,000. . In the first eight months 
of the fiscal year the Army actually 
spent an average df $566,000,000 a month 
for a total expenditure of $4,530,000,000. 
In order to use the full 1947 estimate the 
Army would have to increase expenses to 
an average of $780,000,000 for each of the 
last four months. 

. The prospect of a balanced budget is 
most gratifying, but it should not serve 
to slacken efforts of the Congress to re- 
duce federal spending even further next 
year.

Russia 
Has Problems, Too 


Russians are people. 
In the manner of Shylock’s soliloquy, if you 
prick them, they bleed; they are hurt with the 
same weapons, warmed and cooled by the Winter, subject to the 
Same diseases. They have hands, organs, dimensions, senses, 
passions, affections. If they be tickled, they laugh. If they 
experience grief, they sorrow. 

We tend too often to think of Russians as somehow above 
suffering, joy, sorrow; beyond wanting a house and furniture, 
extra food, more clothes. 

In Russia in 1945, at Stalingrad, Moscow and Baku, I was 
convinced that the Russians had allowed a visitor to see what 
most they do not want seen—the Russian lack of goods. That 
is chiefly what they want few persons to see until they can 
remedy the drastically low standard of living that is theirs. 

The people are good and want to be liked, even as we, But 
they, and especially their leaders, who know their lacks, have 
an acute sensitivity about them. It amounts to a resentfulness 
and a feeling, quite understandable, that it is not quite their 
fault they haven't all they need and want in the way of consumer 
goods. The fact Russia suffered more than any major power in 
loss of man power, both service and civilian, and had more of 
her territory occupied and devastated, also makes them feel it 
is not quite proper that they should have so little. 

Pride, which nations have as well as people, also makes them 
touchy. The Russian soldiers, when they saw the comfortable 
flats where working people lived in Austria and in certain 


Balkan cities, reacted by becoming quite angry: about it. Obvi- 
ously, Russia was- not entirely the worker’s paradise, as they 


had been brought up to believe. 

Goals Recently the Soviet Union announced its production 
goals for 1947. They are most revealing. Coal and 

oil production must be raised about one-sixth. There is not 

enough fuel, as there is not enough in Britain, France, Germany, 

Belgium and Holland. 

I recall the great oil region about Baku. Before the plane 
lands at Baku, one can smell the fumes from refinery and wells 
high in the air. 

These wells by the Caspian were the ones the Germans probed 
for in one of their great drives into Russia. One reached for 
Moscow, the other for Baku. 

It is probable that Russian oil refineries are badly in need 
of new equipment to replace the old, and additional machinery 
to increase production, 

Clothing production was given a 50 percent increase as its goal. 

Food producers were asked to increase output by 37 percent, 


The productivity of the Russian worker—like that of the 
British and American—was off in 1946. The essential reasons 
were the same. In both Britain and Russia there was nothing 
to buy. In time of war and danger there was an incentive. 
With war gone and nothing to buy with wages, no new clothes, 
no shoes, no extra food, and so on, the workers’ production lagged. 
Also they were tired. In this country there were things to buy 
and there was recreation. So, the American worker eased off a 
bit in 1946, too. 

Housing in Russia must be doubled. 

Greatest increases in Russia’s announced production goals 
were in turbines, trucks, passenger cars, agricultural machinery, 
locomotives and tools. 

Obviously, production lagged in these items in 1946; and 
the need is acute. 


Pattern Take that sort of pattern and put it down on any 
country in Europe and see what you get. You get 

the fact that the Soviet Union is engaged in a struggle with the 

exact problems with which every other country is struggling. 


Indeed, it fits this country very well at many points. Certainly 
we need greater increases in housing, farm machinery, locomo- 
tives, freight cars and fuel. 

It is knowledge of this fact which makes Russia so aggressively 
active in extending her influence about her borders. She insists 
it is defensive, that the attack on her by Germany was launched 
from, the countries in which she now is so active politically. 

There certainly is some justification for such an attitude. But 
the real test will come in Moscow, where our great task is to 
allay Russian fears. The Greek problem makes that enormously 
more difficult than before. But if we can do it, it will be a real 
step toward a long-time world peace.

WASHINGTON -~— Basically the conception 
back of President Truman's newly proclaimed 
American foreign policy of aiding Greece and 
Turkey against the encroachments of Communism is merely a world 
wide extension of the Monroe Doctrine idea. 

The similarity between the two policies is striking, differing 
only in scope and the ideologies at which they were aimed 

It was on Dec, 2, 1923, that President Monroe sent a message 
to Congress outlining the doctrine with respect to the Western 
Hemisphere which bears his name. 

The doctrine was directed against the “Holy Alliance” of Russia, 
Prussia and Austria, which believed in the “divine right Of kings. 

With the support of France and Spain, two other monarchies, 
the Alliance, which might be described as a totalitarian variant 
of that day, had dedicated itself to a program aimed at ending 
representative government in other coyntries. ; 

Particularly was it interested in overthrowing the independent 
governments which had been formed out of Spain's old colonies 
in the Western Hemisphere. It would have replaced new republics 
which. had been set up in South America with monarchies. 

“48 . President Monroe, given inspiration and 
British Backing backing by the British, took decisive action 
to block the program of the Alliance. fn the doctrine he sent te 
Congress he proclaimed to the world, and especially.to members 
of the “Holy Alliance,” that this country would not tolerate the 
interference of other nations in the affairs of Western Hemisphere 
republics. 

They were warned, on penalty of inviting a war, not to interfere 
with or try to undermine the self-governing peoples of the New 
World. 

On this score President Monroe’s message read: “. . . Wwe 
should consider any attempt on their part to extend their system 
to any portion of this*hemisphere as dangerous to our peace and 
security.” 

Since then the world has grown far smaller than it used to be 
And the pgpwer of the United States has increased in the same rati6 
as the world has diminished in size, so that today we are the No, ] 
military power of the world. 


. newly acquired position as 
Extension the No. 1 world power, President Truman, nearly 
125 years after the promulgation of the Monroe Doctrine, hag 
decided to extend its principle to the entire world 

In other words, we no longer consider it necessary to confine 
ourselves to the Western Hemisphere. It is as though Uncle Sam, 
now grown to full stature as a world figure, has decided to throw 
his weight about in influencing vital decisions of the world. 

We are in effect telling the Russians the same thing we told the 
“Holy Alliance,’ except that we are giving it a broader territorial 


In keeping with our 


scope, 

We are serving notice on them that we will not stand idly by 
and permit them to undermine the governments of other free 
peoples without lending these peoples our support. 

In Greece the charge is made that armed minority groups, led 
by Communists, are seeking to undermine and overthrow the gov 
ernment set up by a large majority of the people. 

Our position is that we do not Want to see the democracies 
replaced by Communism any more than by monarchies. If these 
countries of so-called free governments decide to go Communist 
or become monarchies on their own without pressure of outside 
forces, then that is their own business. 

But we do not want to see them forced into Communism by 
manipulations from Moscow. 


Pur ose ‘Assuming that the new Truman doctrine will be 
p approved by Congress, as there is every present 
indication it will be, it remains to be seen how far it will go ig 
relieving the pressure on other European countries which are 
tottering between democratic and Communistic forms of gow 
ernment. 

Our purpose is to preserve the democracies of the world in se 
far. as we are able. We do not want to find ourselves shut off 
from the rest of the world as the democracy left. The 
President and his collaborators have evidently felt that it is to oup 
best self-interest to step in and assert ourselves now at a time 
when we may yet salvage the situation. 

Whether it is wise for us to do this remains for future events 
to tell. What the President proposes is bound to be controversial, 
because it has the elements of planting the seeds of a future-war, 
But certainly it lacks nothing in boldness and forthrightness ia 
standing up for the principles of our way of life.
